Department of General Services (GSD): 


1. Special Services will schedule a meeting with City Attorney’s Office 
to determine appropriate language for signage. 
2. Custodial Services to look into removal/replacement of cement ash 
trays outside CHE 
a. Instruct custodial staff to immediately report any broken trash 
cans for replacement 


b. Instruct custodial staff to not walk away from any equipment 
leaving it unattended. Some equipment may potentially be used 
aS a weapon 

c. Continue working with BMD for the cleaning of City Hall grates 


3. GSD will notify all staff to ensure doors are closing behind them and no 
piggybacking on an open door is occurring for someone without a 
badge. 

a. Instruct all GSD staff to not walk away from any equipment 
leaving it unattended. Some equipment may potentially be used 
as a weapon 

4. BMD will look into protective graffiti coating of graffiti hot spot areas. 


Los Angeles Police Department (LAPD): 

5. SECSD will do an assessment of the lighting situation in the Civic 
Center, focusing on the CHE, LA Mall area and Triforium. During this 
assessment SECSD will also take signage into consideration. 

Mayor’s Office/GSD: 

6. Rodent issue is mostly due to rodents living in tree wells. Street 
Services has devised a plan to combat rodent issue in trees. Mayor’s 
Office will keep GSD advised on that process. 

LASAN: 

7. LASAN has scheduled 6-day trash pick-up (Monday to Saturday) on 
Main Street in the Civic Center. LASAN will also provide/install 
additional trash cans. 

Recreation and Parks/GSD 


8. Recreation and Parks will work with GSD to contain area that can be 
scaled by homeless to enter in the child care play area. 


Determinations 
9. A meeting will be set up between all City Departments/Sections and 
LAHSA outreach staff. This meet-and-greet will help build rapport 
between City and LAHSA in the Civic Center.
